Universal Transfers Required. 
Universal transfers on the elevated roads 
are required in the Union loop ordinance, 
which was agreed on before the Union Trac- 
tion matter was taken up.

"Tolman Draws Concession“ Clause. 

As a concession Mr. Tolman drafted an 
amendment which will be incorporated into 
the ordinance as it goes to the council to- 
night. The amendment reads: 

The city reserves the right to exercise its police 
power to require the companies to take all reason- 
able measures for the lessening of the noise caused 
by the operation of trains, and for this purpose to 
require the rolling stock and appliances to be kept 
in the best order and condition, and also to require 
changes in the superstructure whenever means 
have been discovered and practically demonstrated 
to be effective and applicabie to the present struc- 
ture. 


Compensation to the City. 
Compensation for the city is to be com- 
puted in this way. After deducting $250,000 
from the gross receipts of each year the city 
is to receive the following yearly percentages 
of the gross receipts. 


1917 to 1932. — RB * per cent 
1932 to 1944. % 28 per cent 


The city agrees to dismiss its cross bill 
attacking the rights of the company under 
its ordinance. 

Other provisions of the ordinance require 
that stations be constructed by the North. 
western elevated road at Oak and Willow 
streets. 


‘Effect of ‘Allen Law Repeal. 

Repeal of the Allen law was declared in 
Judge Mack’s court to have added another 
reason why the north and west side traction 
companies had no right to lease their lines 
to the Union Traction company. Before the 
repeal of the Allen law, Attorney Isaac Meyer 
said, the leases might have been legal. But 
after the repeal all possible power of the car 
corporations to lease all their property to the 
Union Traction company was lost. : 
Attorney Meyer finished the fourth day of 
his address to Judge Mack in behalf of J. J. 
Townsend's bill to annul the leases. He is to 
continue today. 


WOULD HEAD OFF RECOUNTS. 


Council Elections Committee Plans an 


Ordinance Making It More Dif- 
cult to Contest. 

The council elections committee yesterday 
planned an ordinance making it more diff- 
cult for disappointed candidates to obtain 
a recount. Four contests for aldermanic 
places have been disposed of with no change. 

„Under the present system,” said Ald. R. 
R. McCo “if a defeated candidate 
alleges facts on information and belief * he 
is allowed a recount. He should be. required 
to make affidavit of a miscount, or else 
should be ignored, and the election commit- 
tee may recommend such a change to the 
council.” 

The four contests which arose from last 
spring’s election were the Eaton-Maypole. 
Hammer-Hurt, - O’Conmnell-Roberts, and 
Moertel-Hoffman cases.

The commissioner's statement was: 

I have nothing to say about resignations

Smith was arrested yesterday by Detectives 
Norton and Egan at Washington and Ann 
streets, after a chase in which pedestrians 
who attempted, to stop the fugitive were 
threatened by him. He was overtaken by 
Egan and the revolver wrested from him. 
Smith asserted hie intention. of — his 
pursuers and committing nen ieee sub- 
mitting to arrest. 


Gets Pals. 

Aird is not accused of aiding the men in 
their operations, but is known to have pro- 
cured the dynamite and nitroglycerin used 
by them in their work. Some of the explo- 
sive was obtained from Mayor Eirenshaw of 


an inventor. 

Detectives Egan and Norton have been de- 
tailed on the case since the attempted safe 
robberies in the offices of the Pride laundry, 
47 South Sheldon street; Hayes Bros.’ soda 
water plant, 12 North Peoria street; and the 
Acme Cracker company, 70 North Carpenter 
street. All the attempts were made within 
a week, and in each case the watchman was 


The police say Smith has con- 
fessed to complicity in the three attempts, 
and many others in the territory, and has im- 
plicated the rest in his statements. . 


Both Imprisoned as Burglars. 


Smith, who also is known as Ray, the 
gambler,” and as J. J. Durham, recently

Aird for five years has acted as clerk in the

for safe robberies, and is, 67 years old. 

The first robbery, according to Smith's 
confession, was in the Cohn jewelry house, 
Des Moines, Ia.. Dec. 20. With a confed 
erate, William Howell, he said, he entered 
the place, and, after arranging a time fuse 
on the safe, returned to the street to await 
the explosion. Detectivés arrested Howell 
as he left the store, but failed to investigate 
the affair. When Howell was being taken 
to the police station, Smith said, he re- 
entered the building, exploded the safe, and 
secured $9,000, which he brought to Chi- 
cago. Howell escaped from jail three days 
later, but was rearrested and convicted for 
another crime. 

Safes were robbed by the men in Monmouth 
and Peoria, III., and more than $10,000 taken 
‘They theu came to Chicago, and for several 
weeks aoe deen operating: on the west

VLADIVOSTOK SQUADRON OUT AGAIN. 
The Viadivostok squadron is out again. 


‘This time it is accompanied by a mosquito 
flotilla of ten torpedo boats, Yesterday six 


of these little ships went into Gensan on 
the west coast of Corea and sank a sailing 


‘ship and a steamer. Then, after firing a 


couple of hundred rounds at the town, they 
rejoined the three big armored cruisers 
which were waiting outside. 

The Vladivostok admiral is proving him- 
self to be a brave and ‘wise commander. It 
is far better for his ships to come out and 
take chances than to remain inert in a har- 
bor as the Port Arthur squadron has done. 
Twice already the Vladivostok ships have 


Japan without harm to themselves. These 
successes, the only notable ones achieved by 
Russia thus far during the war, have been 
of great moral as well as military value to 
the soldiers of the czar. 

But it the Vladivostok cruisers keep com- 
ing out will they not eventually be caught? 
Certainly. And if they are caught by a 
superior force they will probably be sunk. 
But before they are sunk they will take 
heavy toll of their enemy. 

Admiral Bezobrazoff commands the Viadi- 
vostok squadron. He probably knows that 
his day is coming, but he proposes meantime 
to fight his country’s enemy. He is a brave 


man, and is entitled to the respect which the 


world always accords courage. 

It does not seem probable that the Rus- 
sians will come farther south on this raid. 
If they intended to appear suddeply in the 
midst of shipping in Corea straits, as they 
did before, they would not have been apt to 
show themselves at Gensan well to the 
northward. It is likely that the raiders will 
at once return to Vladivostok. But they have 
achieved something. They have sunk two 
Japanese merchant ships and have thrown 
Japanese shipping once again into a panic. 
They have probably caused the Japanese 
authorities to go to all sorts of trouble to 
guard transports crossing the Corea straits. 

It is probable that Admiral Kamimura at 


‘his unknown base has again been warned | 


of the presence of the Russians and as 
again set off in pursuit of them. If, as has 
been reported, Kamimura’s “ unknown 
base is in reality the Tsu islands, in the 
middle of Corea straits, he cannot catch 
the raider, provided it has turned around 
and made for home. 
nearer Vladivostok than are the Tsu islands. 

It must be a rather exciting moment for 
Kamimura. When the Russians returned 
safely to Vladivostok after their second raid 
Kamimura was reminded by his fellow pa- 
triots not to permit the fine old Japanese 
customs to fall into entire disuse in these 
modern days, such customs, for example, as 
hara-kiri. If the Vladivostok squadron 
again returns safely poor Kamimura will 
hear these suggestions with redoubled vigor.

HILE court, society, and the gen- 
eral public In England side with 
Lord Dundonald in his contro- 
versy with the Canadian govern- 
ment, and are unanimous in their 
denunciations of his treatment by the do- 
minion premier, yet Lord Minto‘ had no 
alternative but to give his sanction as gov- 
rnor general to the removal of the earl 
m office. Lord Minto is by training and 
by taste a soldier, and he realized full well 
that his friend and old time comrade, Lord 
Dundonald, had been guilty not only of a 
breach of ‘official decorum but likewise of 
litary rules and regulations in delivering 
the after dinner speech assailing the acting 
minister of public defense, for which he was 
dismissed from his command of the militia. 
If there is one quality more than another 
to be desired in a soldier it is that of si- 
lence, no matter under what provocation, 
and the practice of airing one’s grievances 
and of taking the public into one’s confi- 
‘dence about the matter is contr to all 
the principles of discipline. The habit of 
„ grousing"’ has become in recent years 
prevalent in the higher ranks of Dngland’s 
army, and likewise in that of France, among 
the most notable offenders in this respect 
having been Field Marshal Lord Wolseley, 
Gens. Sir Redvers Buller, Sir Henry Col-

Dundonald might have appealed to the cab- 
inet. But to attack Mr. Fisher and to deliver 
a slur at the dominion government in a 
public after dinner speech, and without hav- 
ing spoken a word to Sir Frederick Borden, 
to the premier, or to Lord Minto about the 
matter beforehand, was certainly a great 
mistake. 

Meanwhile Sir Wilfrid Laurier is being 
reviled in England as a disloyal French-Ca- 
nadian, and it is urged that the late Sir 
John Macdonald, who, unlike Sir Wilfrid, 
was a HBriton,“ would never have rendered 
himself guilty of the insult of describing 
Lord Dundonald as a “ foreigner’ and as a 
stranger.”’ 


It is difficult to conceive a more flagrant 
disregard of his promises to the foreign 
powers and of the requirements of delicacy 
and good taste than that of which King 
Peter of Servia rendered himself guilty in 
celebrating the anniversary of his accession 
to the throne by dining with the officers of 
that particular regiment which had covered 
itself with infamy in connection with the 
murder of King Alexander and Queen Draga 
a year aga. It may be remembered that 
it was these officers who perpetrated the 
butchery which ended the dynasty of the 
Obrenoviitches. The banquet was to have 
been held on the anniversary of the night of 
the murder, and was to have been followed 
by a grand ball. But with a view of avoiding 
popular disturbances, the festivity was post- 
poned for a few days. 

The foreign powers after the accession of 
King Peter withdrew their envoys from Bel- 
grade in consequence of the monarch’s inti- 
mate association with the assassins of 
his predecessor, and only consented to re- 
sume diplomatic relations with Servia on 
the understanding that the king dismissed 
from his entourage the murderers of Alex- 
ander and Queen Draga, and publicly dem- 
onstrated that he was in no sense in sympa- 
thy with them. This banquet at which he 
presided the other night shows the manner 
in which he has tricked the foreign gov- 
ernments. 


Meanwhile the Bah where the t

after which he was brought before a court- 
martial and sentenced to dismissal and mill- 

ry degradation for having failed to pre- 

erve the honor and respect due to his uni- 
form.“ 

Few are aware that the grand prix of 
Paris is one of the oldest races in Europe, 
the first grand prix having been run in 1776 
on the plain of Sablons.

| amone THE NEW BOOKS. 


The author of “The Commuter’s Wire 
has put out another book containing the 
same characters, entitled THE WOMAN 
ERRANT.” The title is undeniably a good 
one, the subject essentially modern, 
treatment whimsical and disjointed, and the 
working out of the theme is interesting if not 
conclusive. 

The woman errant is the title devised for 
the woman who goes forth,“ whose chief 
end and aim seems to be the gaining of what 
she calls recognition or identity.“ Club 
life is caustically satirized, and the aspira- 
tion of women not impelled by poverty to 
enter professions, or trades, or the arts is 
regarded as ridiculous. A curious creature 
compounded of vanity, intellectuality, inde- 
pendence, and lack of natural affections 
named Ivory Steele is the feminine monster 
devised to point the moral of the author's 
tale. To offset her is a lovable, home mak- 
ing girl who is obliged to work, and whose 
alm in working is always to serve her family. 
Two elderly women, one rich and in search 
of social or benevolent occupations, the other 
a club fiend and promulgator of what may 
be termed, for want of a better phrase, fem- 
ine segregation, are also excellent foils 
for each other. The tale is told by means of 
letters, sketches, conversation, and com- 
ments, and is a curious though perfectly 
lucid jumble. 

I should not call it a wasted book. I think 
it may be needed. If women have been 
ridiculous or negligent of their duties, they 
will be the better for a rough literary hazing, 
and they've no call to whine at the hurt. 
But I'm a trifle suspicious all the time that 
the nonproductiveness, the meaningless 
leisure, the inane nothingness of luxurious 
domesticity ies being advised. It's an old 
snare—an old plea—this of the impropriety of 
independent action on the part of women, 
and caricature, however diverting, cannot 
blind the thoughtful woman to the main 
issue. The book is worth reading. It will 
cause discussion. It does not even set up 
to be literature. It is an interesting, fictional 
presentation of an important modern ques- 
tion, treated with fascinating feminine

This style of writing gives 
the story a dramatic setting, but this does 
no harm when one considers that it depicts 
a life which, unadorned by fictional inci- 
dents, was one of the greatest dramas—or 
tragedies—ever lived. 
One expects the author to defend Gordon, 
but is hardly prepared for the sweeping de- 
fense she gives. Surrounded by enemies.

“ THE FAITH OF MEN” is Jack Loni 
don’s next. book, which consists of eight 
short stories of Alaskan life. None of them 
are pleasant stories. The first two are in 
lighter vein than the rest, but even these 
two are not especially happy ones. How 
ever, life in Alaska is not a light hearted 
business by any means, nor 4 romantic one 
in the daintier fashion. In The Son of the 
Wolf,” which appeared some years ago, Mr. 
London did much to confirm this fact, and 
to show the life in the far north in ita true 
light. His latest book is but a continuation 
of that earlier one, and no one can complain 
that the author takes a milk and water view 
of life. Hts stories are at once invigorating 
and piinful; to read them is like taking a 
cold plunge—one comes out with a new in- 
terest in life; but glad it is over. 

“The Call of the Wild” established Mr, 
London's fame ae an interpreter of the dog’s 
nature.

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Geeet Importance of Pure Milk 


LONDON, June 22.—[Special 1 Correspond- 
ence.]~—Undoubtedly the scientific event of 
recent days which has to be chronicied is 


the presentation to parliament of the interim 
report of the commission on tubereulosis ap- 


pointed in 1901 at the close of the great Lon- 
don congress held to discuss the prevention 
of that widespread ail t and modern 
“white plague.” My know suffi- 
clent of the national importance of this sub- 
“ject to warrant them in taking a deep in- 
terest therein, not merely from the hygienic 
point of view but from that which presents 
the labor of the commission to usin the light 
of an elaborate piece of scientific research. 


— 

The circumstances which led up to the ap- 
pointment of the commission may still be 
fresh in the minds of most of us. It waslong 
held that many cases of tuberculosis in in- 
fants were to be attributed to their being 
fed on the milk of cows which suffered from 
the disease in question. Such milk, that Is, 
where the udder of the cow Is affected, con- 
tains millions of tubercular germs. Hence 
it was only natural that the belief should 
arise that to feed children on such milk was 
to lay them open to a serious liability to dis- 
ease attack. The advice to boil or sterilize 
milk was therefore regarded as a piece of 
sound sanitary counsel, and was followed 
in many homes and alse by municipal au- 
thorities here and there. These precautions 
were natural enough in character when we 
refiect that they were founded upon the view 
that tuberculosis. ot the cow could be trans- 


In 1901. however, Dr. Robert Koch, the 
discoverer of the germ of the disease, 
startied the assembled scientists at the Lon- 
don congress by the exposition of his opinſloa 
that such transmission of the disease was 
not a reality but merely an unsupported be- 
lief. I heard Dr. Koch deliver that address, 
and I can testify to the widespréad conster- 
nation it created. Speedily came counter- 
blasts. . Dr. Koch laid stress on tbe fact 
that if infants could be infected from the 
digestive system, it was strange that in 
Berlin the number of deaths from thissource 
was practically infinitesimal, having regard 
to the widespread distribution of tubercular 
milk. But it was shown that as regards 
London and Edinburg the death rate from 
tuberculosis beginning at the digestive sys- 
tem was great. This difference I attributed 
to the fact that the German mother boils 
the milk on which her children are fed, while

of the bluff and makes an unusually noisy 
exit into the lake. On its way the unruly 
little stream goes through a patch of réal 
American woodland that would be hard to 
beat anywhere.

SALEM, WIS.—Has a comfortable, old 
fashioned sound, and * Old Settlers’ club 
has chosen it as its summer headquarters. 
Paddock, Camp, and the same series of little 
lakes that have figured in so many southérn 

isconsin resorts listed in this guide may 
be reached from Salem. Asa place for grow- 
ing children this section is without a flaw. 
For older folks there is a simple sort of socia! 
activity and a good supply of steady country 
horses for endless drives through the woods 
and farmlands. You pay the hotels from $5 
to $10 a week and the railroad company 83 
for a round trip ticket. Chicago is sixty miles 
away. 

SAYNER, WIS.—Extra large muskel- 
lunge live in Plum lake, near Sayner. They 
have lots of room, as the lake is five miles 
long and three wide, and campers are the only 
people who disturb its solitudes. The banks 
are high, and the tall, uncut pines on top of 
them look lonelier and more grim than usual. 
Lost lake and Big St. Germain carry these 
characteristics to an even more noticeable 
extreme, and you can get to them by an easy 
journey through the woods. The round trip 
from Chicago costs $15.25. 


— 

SILVER LAKE, Quiet, simple, 
and sixty miles from Chicago. Another place 
in which to plant the family for all summer 
if you feel the need of visiting them ever 
Saturday and Sunday. In additien to Silver 
there are Twin, Lily, and Paddock lakes in 
the vicinity. All are small and civilized, but 
you can bathe and sail in their waters just 
as well aa if they were lost in the big Woods 
of the north. The fishing is not the same, 
however. Hotel rates are $7 and up a week, 
and the round trip from Chicago costs $2.40.

STATE LINE, WIS. Where Wisconsin 
ceases and Michigan begins there is offered 
about the richest wilderness menu that this 
part of the universe possesses. The lakes 
and trout streams are too numerous to men- 
tion, and much of the woods remains unex- 
plored. Just think what that means. It 
you go into the loneliest portion of the 
wooded island in Jackson park you are prac- 
tically. certain to find an empty lunch box 
and a crumpled morning paper, but if you 
strike out into the forest around State Line 
you perhaps are going where no white man 
ever has been before, and you have the de- 
lightful chance of discovering a lake that 
isn’t on the map and naming it after your- 
self. It makes you realize in a small way 
how Stanley felt when he plunged into the 
depths of the dark continent. Tamarack 
and cedar cover most of the swamps and 
drive away malarial vapors. The fishing is 
the best obtainable, short of that in the un- 
visited waters of central Canada. Muskel- 
lunge and all varieties of bass_are to be 
taken. The nearest hotel is five miles from 
the station and the farthest almost twenty- 
five miles. Rates are uniformly $10 a week. 
A round trip from town costs $16.25. *

STOUGHTON, WIS.—A little off the 
beaten track, although there is no good rea- 
son why it should be. Lake Kegonsa, which 
makes Stoughton a vacation resort, is only 
125 miles from Chicago. It’s more than three 
miles long and a beautiful piece of water. 
The summer life is not élaborate or fashion- 
able, nor is it of the rough and ready wilder- 
ness type. It is much like that at Delavan 
or Geneva with all the fuss and feathers ”’ 
left out. Hotel ratés range from $8 to $14 
a week, and the round trip from town has:
